EXPERT OFFERS 
ADVICE 
ON SOIL DRIFTING 


Owing to the great amount of soil 
drifting in the district Messrs, Mac- 
Callum & Sutermeister have vbtaineJ 
the tullowing advice from the Pro- 
vincial School of Agriculture, Clares- 
holm, in a letter written by W. Robin- 
son, agronomist;: ; 

“In regard to your inquiry of July 
dist, concerning the advisability of 
sowing fall rye on the land you men- 
tion. Considering that this field blea 
vadly last spring, it would seem to 
me that it would be advisable for you 
-o protect it in some way against a 
ecurrence of drifting this coming 
winter. As to whether or not you 
sow fall rye is an economic problem 
and one for you to decide, That is 
o say, ‘would a fall rye crop be \proft- 
sble? If you decide to sow rye I 
would recommend that you plant it 

bout the 20th of August at the rate 
one bushel per acre. If, however, 
you wish to plant wheat next spring, 
+ would advise you to first rid the 
eld of any annual weeds which might 
ved ‘is fall, and then plant a cover 
‘rop of one-half bushel of oats per 
acre, I would advise the use of a 
press-wheel drill, and that you drill 
fren: north to south. This cover 
crops would attain sufficient height tc 
hold the soil, and would of course 
winter kill,

“Archbishop “Opposed 
To Death Penalty 
of 


Says It Lowers Conception 


Sanctity Of Life 


The Most Rev. William Temple, 
Archbishop of York, is one of the 
few witnesses who has come so far 
before the Royal Commission on pun- 
ishments to favor the abolition of the 
death penatly. 

“T dissent from the view that pun- 
ishment should be regarded as regu- 
lated vengeance,” the Archbishop 
stated. “From a Christian viewpoint, 
vengeance is entirely illegitimate. 
The infliction of death or outlawry 
would, perhaps, be justifiable in the 
case of a man who was wholly evil 
but no person was ever that.” 

The main argument advanced by 
the archbishop from a_ sociological 
viewpoint was that the behaviour of 
@ community as a whole waa 80 
largely imitative that the reaction to 
the taking of life by the state tended 
to a lower general conception of the 
sanctity of human life.

For Northern Waters 


The new government ice-breaker, | 
the ‘N. B. MacLean,” is to take her | 
maiden plunge into Arctic waters | 
early in August.

Railplane Has Been Tested 


Torpedo-Shaped Coach Is Driven By 
Two Propellors 

The world’s first experimentat rail- 
plane system, backed by the London 
and Northeastern Railway, has been 
inaugurated at Milngavie, Scotland. 

A torpedo-shaped coach driven by 
two aeroplane propellors, operating 
fore and aft, and drawing electrical 
power from the overhead rail to 
which it is suspended, flashed over 
an experimental stretch of track 
built above the main right-of-way of 
the London and Northeastern Rail- 
way. 

It carried 25 passengers and is 
capable of developing a speed of 150 
miles an hour on a long stretch of 
track, according to its designer, 
George Bennie, a Scottish engineer. 

The railplane is England's answer 
to the demand of the aeroplane age 
for speedier transportation. The new 
system was inspected by delegates to 


the Transport Congress, which met | 


in Glasgow. If it wins their approval, 
plans for a railplane system between 
Blackpool and Southport, a distance 
of 25 miles, will be carried out. 

A railplane system can be built at 
one-third the cost of a double track 
railroad system, say the London and 
Northeastern experts. 

Each railplane coach will be self- 
propelled and will run alone. The 
overhead rail will direct the course 
and guide rails will keep it from 
swinging. The car is stopped by 
reversing the propellers, which then 
act as brakes. 

The aerial railway can be erected 
over roads, canals or as in the pres: 
ent instance, over railroads, without 
interfering with the ground traffic. 
Thus, in the case of railroads, a 
ground line could be used for 
freight, while the air line could be 
used for speedy passenger service 
and the carrying of mails.

A Lake Of Salt 
Occupying Large Space In Central 
Australia Without Water 

An Australian explorer, C.T. Mad- 
igan, recently returned from Central 
Australia to take a lake off the map. 
On the maps of Australia, Lake Eyre 
occupies a space almost as large as 
some of the great Central African 
lakes from which the Nile springs. 
But it is a lake without water. In 
wet seasons probably the lake is par- 
tially flooded and five rivers are join- 
ed to it. But for the most part, and 
at most times, it is a bed of salt. The 
five rivers bring salt to it when they 
flow. The salt stays, the water evap- 
orates, and the whole vast expanse 
is encrusted with patches of crystal- 
line salt like ice-floes. Everything 
about Lake Eyre suggests a lake, ex- 
cept water. There are steep shores 
and sandy beaches. They may be the 
relics of days 50,000 or 100,000 years 
ago when the area was flooded and 
the five rivers fed it. But now it is 
dry. Mr. Madigan drove miles along 
its salty surface with a heavy motor- 
truck, and did not sink in. Some day 
it may compete with the Dead Sea in 
supplying, salts for industry; the 
present question is whether its bed 
of salt and gypsum contain potash. 
But the old superstitions about Lake 
Eyre, which was supposed to be a 
bog for cattle and strange animals, 
have been dissipated by the latest 
inquiries. There is no morass except 
at one narrow neck between two 
parts of the lake, and the only ani-

Artificial Sheep Will Grow Wool 
Indefinitely, Say Scientists 


That artificial sheep will grow real 
wool indefinitely is the prediction of 
the British Research Association for 
the Woollen and Worsted Industry 
following recent experiments in the 
hair growth of animals. By merely 
slicing off pieces of live sheepskin 
and placing them in vats containing 
a certain chemical solution, the 
pieces may be continuously nourish- 
ed and thus produce hateeyear in and 
year out.

Mystery Of Name Origins 


Romance and History Lie Behind 
Modern Surnames 


There's a lot of romance and his- 
tory in the name-plates on your 
neighbors’ doors. Many of them open 
windows on a vanishing world. 

Most people are too busy to think 
about the names which they have 
used all their lives. Yet nearly every 
name in use today has a very, long 
history and a very picturesque origin, 
says an article in “Answers.” 

In the early days, when Europe 
was the home, not of nations, but of 
tribes, there were no surnames. Men 
embodied in their names the qual- 
ities they admired and sought. 

Take the name of Mr. Baldwin, 
the Conservative leader, for exam- 
ple. It is very old, and comes from 
two Teutonic words: baldo, meaning 
“bold,” and wine, meaning “friend.” 
Hence, “Bold Friend.” 

Surnames, properly speaking, were 
not common in England, even in the 
fourteenth century. But most men 
had nicknames. Many of these nick- 
names stuck, passed on from son to 
son, and are current today. Thus, 
Goodfellow, Hogg, Logman, Little, 
Dark, and so on. 

A quaint instance of such a sur- 
name may be found in the Notting- 
ham Borough Record. It is “Overand- 
over.” Perhaps the first Overandover 
was long-winded! 

Surnames proper came in when 
the population increased to such an 
extent that they were necessary to 
obviate confusion. Trades, crafts, lo- 
cations, and eccentricties very often 
determined them. : 

The queer surnames sometimes 
given to foundlings can be ascribed 
to this source—a churlish beadle, 
speaking the first name that comes 
to his empty head, or a Mr. Bumble, 
following an alphabetical system and 
giving a surname to suit the foibles 
of each little victim. It was in this 
way that Oliver Twist received his 
immortal name.
